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the twelve expelled spies flrom the FVW Union, end at the most did not include 
over fifteen to twenty members. On Septesfeer 27, 1937, Qsboff announced 
that he would reopen Mine B. When the eiders reported for work, Oscar 
Feleetii, the Mine Shperintendest, refused to hir e tny oag except Qffl Union 
■embers, stating that Elshoff had signed a cloeed contract with that Union 
on August 18, 1937. As a result it was Impossible to reopen the Mine as 
only approximately twelve men admitted being TOUT members . Thereafter the 
Fillt Union picketed Mine B. 

The National labor Relations Board held an election at Mine B on 
December 15, 1937, to determine which Union the employees desired. The VWf 
Union won this election by a vote of 404 to 25. 

On December 13, 1937, Just two days prior to the KLRB election, 
Elshoff again unsuccessfully attempted to reopen Mine B under the seme 
circumstances as stated above, that Is, on the basis of hiring only TBflf 


On January 4, 1938, Just prior to the date the KLRB certified the 
Fllff Union as the bargaining agent for Mine B, Elshoff again attempted to re- 
open Mine B, and as before, Oscar Falcettl refused to hire any except are 
Utalon members, with the result that there were not enough workers to operate 
the Mine. The are contended that tbs election of December 15, 1937, wae 
fraudulent, however, end although the majority of the miners had been inter- 
viewed during this investigation, no evidence was uncovered to Indicate that 
this was true. 

On November 6, 1939, Elshoff reopened Mine B on an open shop basis. 
Investigation has disclosed that although mashers of both Unions were hired, 
it tppwfs that Stn wa>vrs weir# hired gStiSr&llj' "ltd » & d&ttoT wf 
while many PM* members wars turned down. Both prior end subsequent to the 
opening of the Mine, the officials of the PM* Union made frequent contact 
with Elshoff in an attempt to nagotiate a contract. These conferences ac- 
complished absolutely nothing, and it does not appear that there were any 
specific differences claimed by either the IV* Union or Elshoff with the ex- 
ception of the former 1 s demand that the alleged spies be prohibited from work- 
ing at Mine B. 

Investigation has also developed considerable evidence Indicating 
that Elshoff and Oscar Falcettl, the Mine Superintendent, allowed UU* Organisers 
to openly solicit union membership on the promises of Mine B during working 
hours j however, they denied the seme privilege to Fit* Union Organisers, having 
previously obtained a court injunction during the time the June was closed 
prohibiting the PICT from entering BLshoff's property without permission. This 
injunction was secured at the time Elshoff attested to reopen Mine B in Decem- 
ber, 1937, and the mine was picketed by PM* members. Mo violence took place

favoritism was employed in fairing UHW members in preference to HOT members 
by Oscar Falcetti, Superintendent of the Vine, at the tine it reopened on 
November 6, 1939. Also, it vu indicated above that Slaboff and Falcettl 
allowed tbe our Union to organise on the premises during the working hours, 
but the saste privilege was denied the FMf Union. Under these dreunetanoes 
the UMW Union constantly gained in membership, and after the Middle of 1940, 
both Elahoff and the UMF Union changed their former attitude and indicated 
they desired the Kl££ to bold another election to determine the bar g a inin g 
agency for Mine B. Tim FLKB held an election to dataraina the bargaining 
agency on February 21, 1941, with the result that the OOF won the collective 
bargaining rights by a vote of 259 to 106. On March 6, 1941, the NLRB certi- 
fied the UMV as the bargaining agent at Mine B. On March 14, 1941, just eight 
days later, Elahoff signed a dosed contract with the Off, having accomplished 
in eight days with that labor union what he had rafusad to do with the FMT 
Union. 
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bean interviewed and a substantial wajoxity of tbosa interviewed indicated 
a present preference for the FlflT Union and atatad that they voted .for the UMT 
Union at the last NI£B election on February 21, 1941, because they believed, in 
light of past experience, that in order to be able to work they had to belong 
to the UMK Union, it being clear that Slaboff would not sign a contract of any 
sort with the FIOT Union. This would Indicate that a great asny employees at 
Mine B in 1937 were aware that they had suffered a deprivation of their rights, 
which it will undoubtedly be necessary to show in the trial of this ease. 

F. Mine A Transaction 

On September 2, 1941, subject Elahoff purchased Mina A for #60,000.

fact that Elahoff had purchased the Mina with TJ1IW money.

numerous witnesses have been developed in this ease who will be able 
to testily to ntoaercFiis other incidents bearing on the alleged unfair labor 
practice^indulfed in by Elshoff against the PMW Union during the time he re- 
celvedflHHHHfroa John L* Lewis.

George W. Reed, Vice President of the Peabody Minas, has admitted that Ray 
Edmund a on. President of the UUW Local at Springfield, suggested that the 
Peabody Coop any, which was organised under the UMW onion, take steps to sell 
brokerage coal to Elshoff in 1937; however, he denies that there was anything 
out of the way in the transaction* In selling brokerage coal, Elshoff had an 
outside source of income at the time Mins B was not in operation* 
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II. APPRAISAL OF CASE 

A. Favorable Aspects of the Csss 

« Many -witnesses have beilJ developed vrho con testify to tbs foots 

regarding Elshoff a atteapted negotiations eith the PMW Union from May, 

1937 until 1941. It appears that the establishment of the facta regarding these 
negotiations and the attempts by KLohoff to reopen Mine B, os set forth above, 
will of themselves stem that fisboff acted arbitrarily in favor of the IBP 
Union and that the result of these transactions aaovmted to the free ting out 
of the PMW Union at Mine B, Springfield, Illinois. It is the Departeent’e 
intention, of course, to contend that the activities of KLshoff froa 1937 
to 1941* constituted unfair labor practices in that they vsrs a violation of 
the KIRA, ehich requires employer neutrality in union elections. 


Tlw fact that Elshoff accepted substantial payments troa t he UR 
Union, granting what does not appear to be the case - that these payments were 
legitimate loans, will lead to the natural inference tint KLahoff would not be 
unbiased in a labor dispute between the UR end the FIR, which ie required of 
hie under the KIRA,. 

Tbs fact that KLahoff purchased Mine A la 1941 with $60,000 furniated 
by the UR and attempted to purchase the Panther Creek Coal Mines in 1942 with 
UR money, will land credence to the Departments contention that Slahoff acted 
es e front for the UR in an attempt by that Union to gain control of key vines 
organised under the FIR Union in order to freese out that organisation. 


B. Aspects Possibly Unfavorable to the Case
